put aside political, social, 
economic, and religious dif¬ 
ferences and come to the aid 
of those who have need.

One clinic at a time: A review of Abortion Free 


Submitted by the 
Right to Life of the 
Cumberlands group 

Troy Newman starts off 
his new book (written with 
colleague Cheryl Sullenger) 
with a confession: “I like 
it—no, I love it—when abor¬ 
tion clinics close. When the 
news hits that another abor¬ 
tion clinic has shut down 
or that some abortionist 
has been stripped of his 
medical license, my senior 
policy adviser, coauthor, and 
friend Cheryl Sullenger and 
I break out the old stan¬ 
dard Another One Bites the 
Dust.’” 

The book is called Abor¬ 
tion Free: Your Manual 
for Building a Pro-Life 
America One Community 
at a Time—and lest anyone 
should think the title is a 
boast, bear in mind that 
Troy Newman’s Operation 
Rescue is responsible for the 
shutdown of multiple abor¬ 
tion clinics, the revoking of 
abortionists’ medical licens¬ 
es, and constant exposes of 
abortion industry malprac¬ 
tice and malfeasance. Roll¬ 
ing Stone called him “One 
Man’s God Squad.” The Los 
Angeles Times described 
his modus operandi as “ag¬ 
gressive confrontation” and 
“hardball tactics.” CNN 
called him the “nemesis” of 
late-term abortion provid¬ 
ers. And the cerebral First 
Things, a journal of religion 
and public life, called him “a 
fearless and creative pro-life 
leader.” Reading Abortion 
Free, it’s not hard to see 
why—it is part memoir, part 
strategy and tactics manual, 
part battle cry. 

It’s always interesting 
to me that although the 
“back story” of each pro-lifer 
differs, so many of them 
seem to have one thing in 
common: Exposure to the 
reality of what abortion 
is. For Newman, it was 
the same thing—he saw a 
picture of an aborted baby. 
It horrified him, and he 
joined the growing Rescue 
movement to do something 
about it. Dedicated pro-life 
activists across the country 
were sitting in front of abor¬ 
tion clinics, blocking the 
doors, physically placing 
themselves between what 
Newman often refers to as 
“chop shops” and the women 
seeking to enter. 

“Operation Rescue first 
burst into national head¬ 
lines in 1988,” Newman 
writes, “with mass arrests at 


abortion clinics in Atlanta, 
Georgia, during the Demo¬ 
cratic Convention, and later 
in 1991, during the Summer 
of Mercy protests in Wichita, 
Kansas. At that time, Op¬ 
eration Rescue oversaw 
the largest peaceful civil 
disobedience movement in 
American history.” That one 
fact did actually surprise 
me—I’ve heard countless 
Rescue stories from pro-life 
veterans on both sides of 
the border, but I’d never 
realized that the Rescue 
movement was, in fact, even 
bigger than the peaceful 
demonstrations of the Civil 
Rights movement decades 
before. It’s a testament to 
the power of the media and 
those who write the official 
history books that one set 
of protestors is recognized 
as heroic while the other is 
dismissed as fundamental¬ 
ist rabble—even though in 
many cases, such Chicago’s 
Joe Scheidler, for instance— 
they were the same people. 

Then Bill Clinton, the 
abortion industry’s favorite 
pantsless feminist, signed 
into law the Freedom of 
Access to Clinic Entrances 
Act of 1994. Federal authori¬ 
ties were sick of dealing 
with thousands of pro-lifers 
blockading abortion clinics, 
and mandated heavy prison 
sentences for even one of¬ 
fence. Pro-lifers started 
heading off to prison. Pro¬ 
lifers often have families, 
and long prison sentences 
simply weren’t a sustain¬ 
able option. It was time to 
change strategies. The new 
Operation Rescue, officially 
under the leadership of Troy 
Newman in 1999, recog¬ 
nized that. As Newman told 
me in an interview some 
time ago, “We decided that 
we had to put the other guys 
in jail.” 

That is where Abortion 
Free essentially begins. 
Instead of pro-lifers going 
to jail, Operation Rescue 
now uncovers and publicizes 
information that will put 
abortionists behind bars. 
Rather than shutting down 
clinics for hours or days, 
Newman and his colleagues 
seek to put abortion clinics 
out of business for good. 
And in the last ten to fifteen 
years, 73% of America’s 
abortion clinics have closed. 
The abortion rate is the low¬ 
est it has been since 1973. 
The abortion industry, as 
their frantic fundraising 
emails and shrill media 


interviews indicate, are 
running scared. “We can 
put the screws to them on 
a local level,” Newman told 
me. “That’s where we’re 
winning.” 

Abortion Free takes us 
through the 2005 “Year of 
Rebuke,” in which Newman 
and Sullenger moved to 
Wichita, Kansas, to confront 
late-term abortion provider 
Dr. George Tiller and put 
him out of business. Their 
tactics combined private 
investigative work in the 
form of tracking ambu¬ 
lances leaving Tiller’s clinic 
with butchered abortion pa¬ 
tients, public exposure of the 
abortion procedure through 
graphic “Truth Trucks,” 
which showed Wichita resi¬ 
dents what was actually go¬ 
ing on behind closed doors, 
and the relentless pursuit 
of criminal charges for Til¬ 
ler’s shoddy practices. We 
are also given a fascinating, 
behind-the-scenes look at 
abortion politics, and how 
often Democratic politicians 
were (and are) willing to 
cover for their friends in 
the abortion industry. No 
matter how insidious the 
practices Operation Rescue 
brought to light, Tiller was 
defended by the media, 
which refused to cover much 
of what went on inside his 
clinic, as well as Governor 
Kathleen Sebellius (who 
later became Obama’s Sec¬ 
retary of Health and Human 
Services). 

Newman and Sullenger 
also provide insight on that 
fateful day when Dr. George 
Tiller was shot in the head 
by a mentally unstable man 
named Scott Roeder on May 
31, 2009. Hundreds upon 
hundreds of death threats 
poured into Operation Res¬ 
cue, which had been one 
of the first organizations 
to “denounce vigilantism” 


and offer sympathy to Til¬ 
ler’s family. Although far- 
left sites like Salon rou¬ 
tinely attempt to insinuate 
that Operation Rescue was 
somehow involved in Tiller’s 
murder, this is obviously 
nonsense—even the Wichita 
police contacted Operation 
Rescue only out of concern 
for their safety. Even more 
tragically, it was revealed 
shortly after Tiller’s death 
by several of his colleagues 
that Tiller, exhausted from 
constantly fighting deter¬ 
mined anti-abortion activ¬ 
ists, had planned to retire. 
The path of peaceful resis¬ 
tance had almost reached 
fruition, when Roeder used 
violence to destroy what 
pro-lifers had been working 
towards. 

The rest of Abortion Free 
is a manual for all pro-lifers 
who would like to replicate 
the success of Operation 
Rescue in their own commu¬ 
nity. Newman and Sullenger 
carefully detail how to iden¬ 
tify your local abortionist 
and do careful research on 
him. They explain how to 
perform undercover sting 
operations to uncover mal¬ 
feasance and law-breaking. 
After this is uncovered, 
they walk through the steps 
needed to demand follow-up: 
Issuing press releases, en¬ 
gaging in strategic protests, 
contacting lawmakers, and 
relentlessly pushing the 
issue. 

Newman’s strategy, he 
told me, is based on one ba¬ 
sic assumption: All abortion¬ 
ists are breaking the law in 
some way. It is the duty of 
pro-lifers to find out where 
and how, and then relent¬ 
lessly push for action. Each 
of these steps is replete 
with actual examples of 
Operation Rescue’s success-

Depression and Diet

“The mentally ill frighten 
and embarrass us. There¬ 
fore, we marginalize the 
people who most need our 
acceptance. What mental 
health needs is more sun¬ 
light, more candor, more 
unashamed conversation.” 
Depression and Diet 
‘Tis the season to be, 

well. stressed. With so 

many extra preparations 
- shopping, wrapping, cook¬ 
ing, cleaning, writing cards, 
decorating, and so on, we 
may be eating more fast 
foods and giving our health 
less thought. Some foods 
are even associated with 
depression. 

Researchers in Spain 
studied the eating and life¬ 
style habits of 9000 people 
over two to six years. Con¬ 
sumers of fast foods fast 
and sweets, compared with 
those who eat little or none, 
were 51 percent more likely 
to develop depression. 

Another study showed 
that eating fast-foods leads 
to a 42% rise in depression 
levels, and eating trans-fats 
(often found in fast-foods, 
muffins, doughnuts, crois¬ 
sants, hamburgers, sau¬ 
sages, and pizza) leads to 
a whopping 48% rise in de¬ 
pression. (This information 
can be found in the journal 
PLUS ONE). 

It is risky to eat less 
fruits and vegetables and 
to NOT have healthy fats 
such as olive oil and those 
found in fish oil and nuts. 
Smoking and working more 
than 45 hours a week both 


contribute to a rise in de¬ 
pression. 

The journal Brain, Be¬ 
havior, and Immunity (Octo¬ 
ber 2013) stated that refined 
grains (such as regular as 
white rice, light bread, and 
regular pasta) may lead 
to increased depression in 
older women. The same 
article urges all of us to 
avoid soft drinks as part of 
a regular diet. 

Another study (published 
online April 12, 2012 in 
the American Journal of 
Clinical Nutrition) states 
that drinking soft drinks, 
whether sugared (because 
of the effect of sweetener) 
or artificially sweetened 
(because of Aspartame ar¬ 
tificial sweetener), the risk 
of stroke rises, considerably, 
especially in women. The 
sweetener can also increase 
the possibility of high blood 
pressure and diabetes. The 
most dangerous sweetener 
of all is HIGH FRUCTOSE 
CORN SYRUP, which is 
processed with mercury, 
a terrible poison. I have 
recently seen an increase 
in products on the grocery 
shelves that say, “Contains 
No High Fructose Corn 
Syrup”. As people become 
aware of the dangers of this 
man-made substance, they 
stop buying and the food 
corporations have to change 
to accommodate them. It is 
up to us to stay informed, for 
they will poison us for profit 
if most people allow them. 

What can we eat then? 

-a diet high in nutrients, 
including vitamins, miner¬ 
als, carbs, protein, and a 
small amount of healthy fat

(nuts, fish oil, olive oil). We 
must have a balance of all 
of these. 

-a diet filled with es¬ 
sential antioxidants such 
as beta-carotene ( apri¬ 
cots, cantaloupe, broccoli, 
collards, peaches, carrots, 
pumpkin, spinach, and 
sweet potatoes); vitamins 
C (citrus fruits, blueber¬ 
ries, broccoli, kiwi, peppers, 
potatoes, strawberries, and 
tomatoes), and vitamin E 
(nuts, seeds, vegetables oils, 
wheat germ). 

-“smart” carbohydrates, 
meaning complex carbs 
such as whole grains, fruits, 
vegetables, and legumes 
(beans), and avoid sugary 
drinks, candies, cakes, and 
cookies. 

-eat foods rich in protein, 
especially ones rich in the 
amino acid named tyrosine. 
Turkey, chicken, and fish 
are in this group. This type 
of food will make you feel 
more alert and improve con¬ 
centration. Other rich pro¬ 
tein foods include legumes, 
cheese, milk, and yogurt. 

-eat a Mediterranean 
style diet with fish, beans, 
fruits, vegetables, cereals, 
and nuts. This diet is rich 
in B-12 and folic acid, both 
B vitamins. A study done 
in Spain of about 10,000 
subjects showed that de¬ 
pression increased as folate 
intake decreased. Depres¬ 
sion was more pronounced 


in smokers. 

-make sure that you have 
plenty of vitamin D or sup¬ 
plements (D-3). Increasing 
D will lower depression. 

-there is also an associa¬ 
tion between mood and your 
intake of selenium. 

I take a daily supplement 
of selenium, magnesium, 
D3, B12, C, and others. 

Take more care of your¬ 
self and your loved ones by 
eating healthier. You WILL 
be happier. 

TIP OF THE WEEK:
